Last week 22 German Jewish 
refugees who tried to enter Mexico 
were back at Vera Cruz be- 
cause they used tourist visas in- 
stead of disclosing their real status. 


STATUS IS FIXED 


The status of political refugees 
is fixed as follows in Article 15 of 
the ruling: 

“Foreigners who come to the 
country fleeing political persecu- 
tion which has put them in danger 
of their lives, will stay in the place 
closest to their crossing of the bor- 
der and will give a declaration be- 
fore the immigration authorities 
that they are in need of asylum. 

“Until the Ministry of the In- 
terior has decided on their case, 
they will remain in their place of 
asylum and will not take up re- 
munerative of lucrative activities of 
any kind. 

“The Ministry will determine the 
place in which the refugees must 
reside as well as the activities to 
which they may dedicate themselves 
in exceptional cases. 

“Applications for asylum will not 
be acceptable if they concern per- 
sons who abandon the country of 
their residence merely for personal 
convenience or if they are excluded 
from a different country than the 
one in which they were persecuted.” 

Neither Article 15 nor any other 
part of the regulation includes any 
definition as to what constitutes a 
political refugee. Apparently this 
is left entirely to the discretion of 
the Ministry of the Interior. 

Article 4 refers to those foreign- 
ers “who have lost their nationality 
or who aré men without a country” 
and states that they “will only be 
admitted in exceptional cases where 
it benefits the country,” subject to 
decision by the Ministry.

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An Editorial 
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„ New York State on Tuesday was the 
scene of a magnificent New Deal victory. 

The climax of this triumph was the re- 
election of Senator Wagnér. Author of the 
National Labor Relations Act, the Social 
Security Act and the Housing Act, Wagner 
was himself a living symbol of the New 
Deal. In the contest for his seat, the issues 
were crystal clear. When the people of the 
Empire State gave him a plurality of half 
a million votes over his, openly anti-New 
Deal opponent, O’Brian, this was a thunder- 
ing mandate for the preservation and fur- 
ther development of labor and New Deal 
legislation. 

Wagner’s victory was all the more con- 
clusive since he was the target of all the 
Chambers of Commerce and of every reac- 
tionary force in the state, and faced almost 
the united opposition of the press (some 
papers that had previously supported him, 
openly turned against the New Deal this 
time). | 

This impressive New Deal victory was 
reinforced by still others. The election of 
James M. Mead, with his long-standing New 
Deal record in the House, to the short-term 
Senate post was one. Another was the way 
New Dealer James Fay defeated Rep. 
O’Connor, bringing the latter’s career of 
anti-New Deal sabotage and obstruction in 
the House to an abrupt close. 

The re-election of Governor Lehman was 
still another victory. Of special significance 
here was the ability of the people to see 
through the high-pressure Republican cam- 
paign of demagogy, false liberalism, racial 
bigotry and emphasis on crime and corrup- 
tion (which unquestionably do exist in cer- 
tain Democratic machines—but even more 
in the Republican machines throughout the 
country). 

Had Governor Lehman identified himself 
more with the New Deal and been a rousing 
New Deal campaigner, his vote would un- 
doubtedly have been even greater. 


Despite certain pre-election estimates, 
the 400,000 votes piled up by the American 
Labor Party only confirm the opinion that 
the A.L.P. is an important, established po- 
litical factor in this state. In fact, this year 
the A.L.P. proved to be even a balance of 
power which carried the New Deal ticket to 
victory. But the A.L.P.’s influence is not to 
be measured by its votes alone. Undoubted- 
ly the A.L.P., with its vigorous campaign, 
brought the New Deal candidates many 
votes which were recorded on the regular 
Democratic line. 

The 400,000 votes achieved by the A.L.P. 
this year marked an increase from 268,000 
in 1936. It is true that in the city, the A.L.P. 
vote was 75,000 less than in last year’s may- 
oralty campaign. This was due to a number 
of factors. One was the candidacy of Mayor 
LaGuardia in 1987. Another was the weak- 
ness displayed this year by the A.L.P. in let- 
ting itself be provoked into making red-bait- 
ing statements which undoubtedly had their 
effect. Especially: revolting were the splitting 
tactics of the Jewish Daily Forward, an al- 
leged “friend” of the A.L.P., which on the 
ede of the election published a list of several 
A.L.P. candidates whom it declared were 
Communists and actually called for their de- 
feat. Only a McNaboe or a Dies could have 
matched this viciousness. 

Behind the defeat of its five former as- 
semblymen—which was unquestionably a 
set-back—lay the fact that the A.L.P. was 
unable to overcome the sweeping vote of the 
straight Democratic ticket. 

But despite these losses, the A.L.P. and 
the progressives have two smashing victories 
of which they can well be proud. One is the 
election to Congress of that fighting progres- 


sive, Vito Marcantonio (who also ran on the 


Republican ticket). Marcantonio’s election is 
a triumph for the progressive movement 
throughout the nation, for he will undoubted- 
ly play a leading role in the next Congress. 


Another victory was that of militant As- 
semblyman Oscar Garcia-Rivera of Lower 
Harlem. Garcia-Rivera had been denied the 
Republican nomination this year, received 
the A.L.P. nomination and came out on top 
in a three-cornered race. 

Both Marcantonio and Garcia-Rivera had 
built up the A.L.P. and the labor and progres- 
sive movements in Harlem until they became 
a tower of strength. Their victories were 
especially notable since they were the objects 
of disgusting red-baiting attacks by the Old 
Guard “Socialists” and, unfortunately, by

Labor Party. They won out—because all the

As for the Socialist Party of New York
